HE LONGS FOR FREEDOM AFTER
SERVING EIGHT YEARS.

The General Master Wokrman Refuses to
UeoBsldr Ills Determination of Ite- -

tiring at tli End of Ills Preiant Term,
Yartoni Othar tabor Mews.

lNDlA.MA.rous, Ind., Nor. 28 E. P.
Gould, of thU city, socretary of District
Assembly 106, Knights of Labor, recently
wrote to .General Maater Workman Porr-dorl- y,

urging him to rocomider his deter-

mination to retire from the loadorihip of
tbo Knights of Labor at the expiration of
the preseut term. Ho has just roeolvod a
responsu from Mr. Powderly, in which he
says that ho does not soo how lm can con-

sistently recotistdor his determination.
In speaking of his nbuso in nowspapors

and throats of impeachment, ho says:
"Through this cloud of gloom but ouo ray
of light made its way, and that camo from
far away Denver, where Distriot Asombly
83 passed tho3o ringing resolutions indors-
ing my oourso and condemning tha Anarch-
ist element, which sought to prostitute the
ordor to its own baseness. I felt, Brother
Gould, that the ordor would stand more
cheerfully by some other man than it would
stand by mo. True, I have novor hal camo
to And fault with tho official treatment I
have received, but when blowj fall thick
and fast, a friendly hand of Intercession
now and then cheers the porion on whose
head the blows are falling.
."I believe the best scrvico that I can ron-do- r

to the order is to step asido and allow
tome other member to do the work i am
trying to da I have doroted years to the
cause of labor. My life in the tervlco of
humanity has been one constant fight by
night and day against tbo enemies of labor
and the oloments of discord which opposed
me from within and without. Such a life
has been a most exoitlng one, and has loft
mo with a legaoy which I can nover part
with in the shapo of a heart trouble that
may do its work at any moment. I could
not mako such a subject mittor for dlsoui-sio- n

in my annual message, or before tho
general assembly.

"Personal interests, soclol ties and the
comforts of home have boon things of tho
past with me for years.

--"I long to bo once moro a free man, for
to-da-y I am bound by ties most inestimable
and ruled over by not ono but live hundred
thousand inastors. You can novor know
the strain under which I have lived for
years. It would not be becoming for me to
speak of the financial sacrifice I have mode
for the order, and, I am free to say, would
bo willing to make the same sacritlco agaiu,
either of health, wealth or comfort, for the
order of Knights of Labor. I have for
eight years, as general master workman,
striven as honestly as 1 knew how to bettor
the condition of my fellow-me- n by holpluf
to build up an organization through which
they would bo protected In their rights.
That organissitlon has bean built, but pro-

cer Sachs had testified that Schenck pre-
sided at the meeting in Kreemer's hall, and
Introduced Most. Schenok swore that ha
was on Rtaten Island on tho night iu que,
tlon. He admitted that he was an Anar-
chist, and that 0 was in favor of bringing
about a revolution in society, by force,
if necessary. He described Anarohy
as a condition of things wherein the people
ruled themselves in communities, without
any state or general government, without
courts, without law. Common sense should
be tho only rule of oonduot. There should
be no punishment for wrong doing except
tbo gullty's own conscience, which iu time
would set him right.

First Tuatj the "Oak View conference"
between the president) Speaker Carlisle and ,
Congressman Scott was not a tariff confer-- ,
ence but one of a general nature, various
questions of publio interest having been
considered.

Second There bsa-aere- r been an attompt
on the part of the president or Speaker Car-
lisle to settlo ufoq a basis for tariff re-
vision.

Third Mr. Carlisle will be elooted
speaker. He will not attempt to enforce
any artioular tariff policy upon the party.

Fourth Thero will be no attompt to
frame a tariff bill, or a bill reducing inter-
nal taxation wlthouttho fullest oonferonco
between tlto representatives of all shades of
opinion on tho subject and any revision of
tbo tariff must be upon tbo basis of protec-
tion to American labor against foreign com-
petition.

Fifth Tnxoi will be reduced from sixty
to olghty millions of dollars par annum, the
larger amount named being most generally
favorod.

Sixth Tho measure for tariff revision
and reduction of taxation will be so framed
as to command tho solid Democratic vote,
with somo support from eastern and west-
ern Re ublicans.

Seventh No effort will be made to reviso
tho tariff or a froo trade basis.

Eighth Tho tobacco tax will bo repoaled.
Ths whisky tax will not bo repeated, al-

though thero may be some modification as
to whisky used for mellclnal, mechanical
and scientific purposes.

Ninth The president's message will em-
phatically demand revenue reduction, and
his recommendations will be accoptod by
Speaker Carlisle, so that tariff revision and
tax reduction, while not absolutely assured
in tha coming congreu, are quito probable,
and upon a basis wh oh will not disturb tha
Industrie of th country.

Any duly authorized porson is, at all
times, able to obtain information concern-
ing tho particular case in which bo is inter-
ested, either as attorney or claimant. Suob
a porson can find out whothor money la duo
a partioular Individual The books of the
department, however, are never shown to
outsiders, and, thorefore, it is impossible to
gather any information" concerning claim-
ants in geueraL Frauds are almost impos-
sible, even in prize money cases, though
hundreds of certificates, Issued shortly after
the war, are still in tho hands of attorneys,
awaiting for the claimant to turn up.

These certificates rang) from fifty cents
up. Payment would no w be refused by any
of tho pay agents, and tho only means pro-
vided to collect is to send the certificate to

I MYERS TRAGEDY. -.-.. '
A llnsbantl's Story as. to Why lie Shot His '

Wife.
Chioaoo, Nov. 2a William Myers, the

South Chicago man who shot his wife and
child, ran away, and afterwards gnvo him-
self up to the police, has made a statement
of the causes leading to his terrible crime.

"I don't know howl came to do the shoot-
ing," ho said. "I don't mean to say that I
was not aware of what I was doing, but
rather that I had not oremeilitntwl It Th
trouble had been brewing for two years. I
hare toen married about twenty-fouryear- s,

but for tho post two years I had not, up to
ouimay losi, spoKon a wora to my wife, la .

fs it, I had not oven seen her more than .
tl roe or four times. Wo lived in tho same
h.;ueo, but whenever she would hear me
enter she would shut herself In her room
nnd remain thoro until I left. About three
years ago sho began to tront mo with a sort
of silent contempt, which began finally to
be so unbearable that I could not stand It,
and I left her comparatively to herself. I
furnished the moans of support, however.
Well, everything wont along in that way
until Sunday afternoon, when I went borne
and going up3talrn went to a storo room to
got something. I found tho door locked,
and was about to go for a key, whon my
daughter, seeing mo, told mo I should not
go Into that room. I asked her why, for
inasmuch ns it was my houso I supposed I
had a right to go whero I would In It. Just
then my wifo appeared on tho scone with a
poker in hor hand and doclared I should not
enter. I then wont out and bought a revol-
ver, intending it for solf-defo- only, for I
feared there might be a man in tho house,
who would create a disturbance, for whlok
I wished to bo proparod.

"I returned homo about H o'clook, and
going into the parlor saw a number of
strangers there. I said good evening and
sat down. Somo time after my wife turnedto mo and asked if I had not been thera
long enough, at the same tlmo slapping
me. I left tho room, and after the
company had gono I went to where my wife
was and shot her. Not knowing what the
result of my work would bo, I left the
house."

There is vory little hope of saving Mrs.
Myers' life.

ltunnlng Negroes Out of Town.
New Oiilkans, Nov. . The report

that came in from Thibodeaux yesterday,
seem .to sho w clearly that thero was no bat-
tle at tbo picket post as was at first re-
ported, but that the negroes wore killed ia
the town. After shooting of the white
pickets, Maloson and Gorman, tho whites
were called to arms, and it was decided that
the safety of the town required that thenegro leaders should bo driven out of town.
The armed white? thom marched upon thepart of town most frequented by the blacks.
There they went from houso to house
searching for arms and, ammunition, dis-
persing tho armod nogroos and firing on
every negro who made hfc appearance. No
negro attempted to resist or flrod a shot in
return. AIL seemed bent wholly on, escap-
ing. The woman and children were not t
molested, but an old blind woman who ran
out of her cabin upon hearing the firing was
fatally shot. The shooting lasted about an
hour, at the end of which time every negro
man had fled front town, or was hidden or
brxricadod in his homo. Yuaterday the
pickets were fired upon from the cone, but
no one was hurt Most of the negro hands
are at work on the plantations, but they
seem to fearjhat the strikers will attaok
thorn. Many of the leadors in the strike
have left th t parish.

Escape of Two Convicts.
Chester Ilia, Nov. 2 A gang of eight

convict haiid-cuife- d together in pairs and "

shackled to a chain arrived in this city
Wednesday night on tho night train bound
for tho penitentiary. They were in charge
of Chief of Police Rabbit of Jacksonville
and two deputy sherltls. Among thom wei
Charles Gather and Charles Wyatt, negroes,
each with a six year flmteuco for highway
ipbbory. These men were shackled together
when tbo train arrived at the depot and tha .
officers were tnking the gang off. Galher
Wyatt who had mauaged to looson them-
selves from the chain, sprang off the plat-
form on the side of the train opposite the
depot and still haudcuffod together disap-
peared in the darkness. Before a soaroU
could bo organized tbey got a good start
and as yet no trace has been had of them.

At last aooounts
last night tho captain and the sailor wore
la the rigging, and it was thought that thoy
would bo, frozen to death before morning,
Efforts to 'secure life boats to resoue the
men had proven fruitless.
